The Dean's 


I was asked to write about Suen: from my own 
experience of law school. Therefore, I will not attempt the 
inspiring, and sage decanal message so often requested and 
so seldom delivered. Instead, I will tell about my first 
encounter with the Faculty. 

It came as a shock to realize I have been associated 
with the Law Centre in one way or another for 22 years. 
How time flies, as this yearbook itself, will attest in a few 

ears. 
‘ My first brush with the Faculty came in 1969 when I 
was running for Students’ Union President. There was a 
candidate's forum in the law library, which at that time, 
was located in Rutherford. In those days oe could 
generally tell a man's politics by his hair style. Hirsuteness 
indicated reliability, or not, depending on one's view. 

This was well before it was fashionable for everyone 
to wear their hair over their ears. As I looked out over the 
assembled faces, there was little facial hair, apart from a Fu 
Manchu mustache on Alan LeFever and a beard on John 
Worton. Only two or three people had allowed their locks 
to flow over their collars. As I recall there were no women 
poet that day. Presumably Chief Justice Fraser and 

adame Justice Trussler and the Honorable Elaine McCoy 
had better things to do. 

On entering the room I could tell from the short hair 
the crowd was not going to be too supportive o1 my 
"radical" agenda. The other clue was that my chief 
Opponent was a popular law student, Don McKenzie. I 
remember we had a lively debate and that several of the law 
students yey questioned me about my platform, 
honing a skill they are now paid very well to use on 
witnesses. My overall impression was that the law 
students were a serious, and quite deadly group. 


I eventually won the election, thanks to the fact the 
two more conservative candidates split the vote. This did 
not end my involvement with the Law Faculty; Darryl 
Ackroyd represented the Faculty on student council, acting 
as a sort of leader of the opposition; Bob White presided as 
Chairman of the Discipline, Interpretation and Enforcement 
Board; Louis Desrochers, who was even then, an 
impressive figure and a fine model of a lawyer was 
Chancellor to the University; and the then young David 
Percy as well as Trevor Anderson helped form the 
opposition on the issue of equal representation for students 
on the General Faculties Council, which was the main issue 
during my year as President. 

As a boy growing up in Edmonton I had never met 
any lawyers. While I had some idea what lawyers do I 
certainly did not have that easy familiarity which comes to 
people raised in legal families. My first real exposure came 
through the law students and lawyers I met at University. I 
decided to leave History and enrol in Law. Not only was I 
impressed with some of the lawyers, but there were no jobs 
for historians. 

I came over to the new building for an interview with 
Assistant Dean Ed Kane. In those days the L.S.A.T. was 
required but did not seem to be the crucial device it is now. 
In fact, as I recall, Mr.Kane welcomed me to the Faculty, 
before I had written the L.S.A.T., which he warmly 
explained was essentially a formality. I don't remember 
any particular anxiety about getting in. In any event, I 
signed up and began to study law. These are my 
recollections of my first encounters with the Faculty.
